The forcing, in particular the early forcing 
of Lily of the Valley Crowns. 


q G HY are Lily of the Valley bulbs generally called Berlin bulbs ? 
“The genuine strong crown for early forcing has long been called ‘the Berlin crown,’ owing chiefly through 


their being grown in and near Berlin, which, through circumstances in cultivation, ¢. ¢., light sandy soil, always. 
moist, capable of growing almost anything, and brought to that state through a century’s cultivation of vegetables and other pro- 
ductions, finds its rival in one district in Holland only (Haarlem and its neighborhood), and that is why, in the latter place, the 
cultivation of flower bulbs is carried on vigorously and with extraordinary results. 

‘““The Berlin Lily of the Valley crown is an exceptional rooty growth, thoroughly matured and capable of early forcing. Other 
German crowns (grown in Hamburg, Altona, Erfurt, etc.) do not possess the same qualities as the Berlin crowns, which a practical 
gardener will soon find out. 

““My experience in forcing Lily of the Valley bulbs is thirty years. 

‘““T force every year, namely, froni the middle of December to the middle of May (after which the crown flowers in the open), 
nearly 800,000 crowns, bringing about 5,000 flowers to perfection daily. Ido not fora moment suggest that my method of forcing is. 
the only proper one ; nay, I hold that no one can be perfect in forcing ; whole volumes of advice for and against their proper treat- 
ment can be written, yet the slightest insignificant mistake made often causes a whole batch not to flower, and there are a good many 
people ready to say the crowns were not matured enough. It will presently be shown how utterly impossible this is. 

“Everybody knows how very much more difficult it is to force the flower out of a Lily of the Valley germ than out of the bulb 
of an ordinary plant. The latter in or while forcing throws out young roots; the Lily spike derives its sole growing strength 
from the germ with which it has been taken out of the soil, and the sooner you want your crowns to flower the sooner of course 
you must begin to force, the risk of early forcing being naturally greater. 

“In Germany the proper forcing commences from the middle of December, and if nature favors you, you might get, at 
Christmas, 75 per cent. good flowers, but if you get only 50 per cent. there is no reason to complain. After Christmas it will be 
easier ; in January and February you may confidently expect 80-85 per cent. To force even in November (which is possible), still 
greater risk is attached, and you can be satisfied if 35 per cent. turn out satisfactorily, but it might happen that the whole lot will fail. 

“Before November it is not possible to force, save preceding years’ germs, which must have been kept back in vegetation, say 
in an ice house. ; 

“In March and April, however, the forcing is again more difficult ; the germ is apt to develop a great many leaves, and if you 
do not watch them carefully and cut away in time superfluous leaves, or the temperature of the hot house is not a humid, damp one, 
it may happen that the buds turn out yellow although the germ is sound. 

“‘Now as to forcing. 

‘“¢ After the germs destined for forcing have well ripened, they are taken out of the ground and the process of assorting begins ; 
the three-year-old bulbs are laid aside, the roots cut away up to 4-414 inches, each twelve of these bulbs are planted in pots 4-414 
inches wide, in a light mould, each bulb put symmetrically distant from the other, and the roots must be well buried in order that the: 
bulbs may be kept in equal warmth and temperature. 

‘* As the Lily bulb does not shoot any new roots in forcing, the kind of mould to be taken is optional. After potting, you water 
the bulbs thoroughly twice in order that an equal state of moisture in roots and mould may be obtained. 

“Instead of pots you may also take square boxes of any size and plant in them fifty to one hundred bulbs or more. For forcing 
it will be well to choose a small and, if possible, one-sided house of about 5-6 yards in length and 3-4 yards deep. 

‘Tt is specially recommended not to pot the Lily crowns along with other plants. The heating (no matter if by water or steam) 
must in any case be equally put on so that an equal warmth is established over the whole surface. 

‘“« About 12 inches above the heating pipes you may make a tabular stand of so-called roof lath, put thereon, side by side, tiles. 
or slate slabs, plaster up any opening carefully with clay or cement so that no hole is visible. 

“Having thus a table formed of above description, you place upon it your pots or boxes, side by side, and the vacant places fill 


up with moss, 
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“Tn order that an equal temperature may be observed you may place some thermometers between the boxes, so that the quick- 
silver ball falls in the same direction as the lower edge of the pots. You now cover the pots or boxes with moss, about an inch high, 
but so that you may still feel the tops of the crowns by sliding your fingers over the surface; close the whole setting about 8 inches 
above the pots with boards or strong linen cloth and commence to heat. 

“The temperature bring at once up to 88-90 degrees, but not over or above 99 degrees, for even at 101 or 102 the bulbs may 
suffer ; never let the thermometer fall under 88 degrees, as by less heat the bulbs will spring up irregularly and a great percentage 
will not shoot at all. 

“The heating requires careful watching ; a temperature of 88-90 degrees should always be shown, and for that a steady and 
continual control is essential. 

“Ror the purpose of watering, the bed need not be controlled for five or six days ; after that time it would, however, be advisable 
to take off the moss and to examine the pots thoroughly, and, if necessary, to sprinkle the bulbs with water of the temperature of the 
house. Then cover the pots again with your moss and bring the temperature, which will have lowered through the watering, up to 
99 degrees. 

“Tn the room so closed the pots remain covered so long till the germs have grown through the moss 3-4 inches, which, by early 
foreing in December, requires about sixteen days; the moss is then carefully taken away so as not to allow the germs to break off ; 
the pots are then put upon the flower stand above the table, the room thus created filled up again with new pots or boxes, so that the 
forcing might be continued. 

‘“The pots, with the new lilies taken out of the bed and put upon the flower stand, must now be exposed to the daylight, in 
order that they may get in their further growth, color and perfection. ‘The flowers may then remain in their position until they are 
perfectly ripe, and may then be disposed of for the purpose for which they have been forced, namely, for sale. In the meantime the 
second lot of pots put in will have grown so far that they can be put upon the flower stand through the same process ; the room used 
in your house has thus twice served your purpose. For that reason I take pots rather than boxes because the former can be handled 
more easily. 

«Especially noticeable in early forcing is that the temperature in the house, despite the heat, must always be clean and healthy ; 
the windows must be closed up with moss or cement or other sticky material, but some slight openings must remain so as to allow the 
foul air to escape and the fresh to pour in. 

““Through the continual heating of the house a thick atmosphere will soon be got, which will give you a headache if you remain 
in the house too long ; for such air, as I said, the remedy is indicated above. The sprinkling of the boards or fittings in the house, for 
the purpose of obtaining a damp temperature, is only necessary if the air gets too dry either through the heat or through the influence 


of the sun.’’ 


To Force Lily of the Valley in Moss. 


M. Hesdorffer, in Triers, ties nine pips, each wrapped in moss, to a bundle with Raffia fibre, packs these bundles close together 
in his bench and waters freely. He claims to grow his pips easier thus fashioned, as the warmth penetrates easily through ross, 
which retains moisture a great deal longer and which proves a far cleaner material than sand or soil. Raffia, generally rotting during 
the process, whilst moss clinging to the roots, admits of removing the single flowering pips to a market pot from the bench without 
disturbing its neighbor, and thereby saving a number of pips which are later in flowering and require more cultivation. ‘Close up 
file’ is all that is required when pips have been removed. He says that he finds moss growing more uniform in the results of crop.

They are grown, according to an ancient custom, by the 
Chinese to herald the advent of the new year and as a symbol 
for good luck. Our bulbs are imported direct from China, and 
are of the first quality. They do well in any ordinary living 
room, but must be kept away from gas, which causes the flowers 
to blight. By making a small incision across the top of the bulb 
in two or three places, about three-quarters of an inch from the 
centre, it will cause a fresh lot of leaves and flower stalks to 
start from these points. This must be done with care, so as not 
to injure the bulb ; simply cut the skin. 

This Chinese variety is a form of the Tazetta, or Bunch- 
flowering Narcissus, and can be seen well grown in season in 
the window of every Chinaman who loves flowers. It is one of 
the most easily handled, and can readily be brought into bloom 
when grown in water. The style of the vase or dish may vary 
with the taste of the grower, but should be about three inches 


deep. Into it put one and one-half inches of sand, and cover 
with gravel to the depth of one inch ; on this set the bulbs, and 
keep the dish full of water. It is not absolutely necessary to 
put the bulbs in the dark, but, if kept shaded till the leaves 
begin to grow, better results may be obtained. The flowers are 
white with a yellow centre, and are freely produced. For a 
window ornament they are unexcelled, and lend to an interior a 
cheerful aspect when all outside is frostbound and dreary. The 
effect is heightened when several are putin a fern dish. We 
have someirregular-shaped vases, pots and dishes at prices vary- 
ing from 25 cents to $1.50, from which a selection will be made 
when customers so desire.

The Lily has been with eminent propriety styled the ‘‘ Queen 
of Flowers,’’ and truly no flower conveys so adequate an idea of 
queenly beauty, majestic grandeur and faultless purity as the 
Lily.

Culture Out of Doors.—Their culture is simple, and, with 
a little care, failure is impossible. The bulbs should be planted 
in Autumn; if possible, from the first of October, or as long 
as the soil can be worked. If in Spring, as soon as the frost is 
out of the ground, until first of May—the earlier the better. In 
he South where frost does not prevent, plant from October to 

arch. 

Select a well-drained spot, dig the soil deep, and make it 
fine, enriching it abundantly with very rotten cow manure, and 
adding a liberal mixture of sand. Set the bulbs from 3 to 
5 inches deep, according to size. During the Winter it is ad- 
visable to cover the surface of the bed with a thin layer of 
manure, which will not only afford a slight protection to the 
bulbs, but will materially enrich the soil. InSpring, the manure 
can be removed or dug in between the rows. ° 

Care should be taken that they have proper drainage, no 
water being allowed to stand around the roots. Once firmly 
established, they should not be disturbed oftener than once in 
five years. 

Mi the Lilies on our list make stately, and magnificent 
pot-flowers. They are deliciously fragrant, the cut flowers 
very lasting, opening full to the last bud in water, and are

tay beyond comparison for the table, bouquet vases and 
glasses. 

As early as the bulbs can be procured in Autumn, from 
August to November, plant the lily bulbs in 5 or 6-inch pots, 
using a compost of one-half rich, loamy soil, one-quarter well- 
rotted cow manure,and one-quarter any clean, sharp sand. 
This compost should just cover the bulbs, and should be made 
firm by being pressed closely about them. Then place the pots 
in a cold frame, or plunge them in a sheltered place in the 
garden until the soil covers the tops of the pots 2 or 3 inches 
deep, or place them in a cool room where there is no fire. Let 
them. remain here, without water, until quite cold weather 
comes on and the pots are well filled with roots. Then remove 
to the greenhouse, conservatory or a warmer room, but force 
slowly, keeping the temperature moderately cool (about 60°), 
until the buds appear. Water only sparingly till then; but, 
when the buds have set, increase the heat and water thoroughly. 
A little weak, clear manure water may be used with advantage 
two or three times a week, when the plants are growing freely 
and the pots are well filled with roots. While in bloom, keep 
the plants in a dry, airy, cool situation to make the flowers last 
the longer. 

The sorts best suited for forcing are: The Bermuda Easter 
Lily (Lilium Harrisii), Lilium Candidum and Lilium Longiflo- 
rum. Bulbs of the first two sorts can be supplied now, and if 
potted and forced as above directed can be had in bloom early 
in Winter. Lilium Auratum and the remaining Lilies on our 
list will not be ready for shipment to our customers until October 
and November.
